Improvements 
Are Continuing 


By C. L. LONGSON 
(City Manager, Menlo Park) 


The continued development of 
Burgess park, the 28-acre recreation 
area adjacent to the civic center, is 
succeeding in making more leisure- 
time facilities available to more 
Menlo Park residents all the time. 


Nowhere has this expansion been 
made more evident than in a recent 
biennial report prepared by the city 
showing what facilities have been 
added to the property, which was 
purchased from the federal govern- 
ment in 1949. 

The biennial report is required by 
the government, as one of the terms 
of the purchase of the property. 

The purchase, incidentally, was 
perhaps the best bargain in recre- 
ation facilities that the city has ev- 
er made. 

The property itself was, dur- 
ing World War I, a part of the H 
Dibble hospital facilities. Origin- 
ally, in 1948, the voters passed a 
bond issue for $150,000 with which 
to finance purchase of the area; 
however, a resolution in Congress 
allowed the city to purchase the 
property, if it was used for re- 
creational purposes, at a 50 per 
cent discount. 

The city council, in return, passed 
a resolution to the effect that the 
city would not spend more than 
$99,000 out of the bond issue funds. 
About $80,090 was used for actual 
purchase of the recreation area, and 
the remaining $19,000 was used for 
its rehabilitation. 

Federal officials naturally wish to 
“keep in touch” with how the terms 
under which the property was pur- 
chased are being met; hence the bi- 

ennial report. 

“The extent to which the recre- 
ation facilities are being used by 
the public is shown by the count 
ef spectators and participants, 
approximately 181,000 (each year) ,” 
the report states.

The Veterans’ Guide 
Ex-POW’'s Should 
File for 
Compensation 


World War II veterans who have 


filed claims to $1 a day compensa- 


ticn for each day they were held by ; 


the enemy as prisoners of war 
should have received their checks 
by now, they were reminded today 
by Fleyd D. Granger, veterans serv- 
ice officer. San Mateo county. 

The War Claims commission, 
which handles the POW pay- 
menis, announced last November 
that it expected to have checks 
out on all claims by the end of 
1951, Granger said. 

At the same time, it was reported 
that some 28,000 ex-prisoners of war 
—or their dependents—have failed 
to file compensation claims. 

Deadline for claims, which had 
been set for last March, has been 
extended to next March 31 to give 
more time for late claims. This 


gives ex-World War II POWs who 


haven't filed claims approximately 
three months more in which to sub- 


mit them, Granger noted, and he 


warned that the Commission may 
not extend the deadline aagin. 

The POW payments also apply 
to civilians who were held by the 
enemy and subjected to substand- 
ard diets during World War II. If 
the prisener died while he was 
held or subsequent to his release,’ 
payment is made to his surviv- 
ing dependents. 

Surviving parents don’t have to 
prove they were dependent to be el- 
igible for payment, and widows con- 
tinue to be eligible even if they re- 
marry, Granger pointed out. The 
War ‘Claims Act, he added, has 
been held not to apply to Korean 
veterans. 

Help in checking on unpaid claims 
or in filing new POW claims is av- 
ailable to World War II veterans 
and their dependents at the Veter- 
ans Service Office, Courthouse, 
Redwood City.

If you wait to plant a tree when 
it is blooming you can give it 
such a shock that it won't recover. 
The balance between roots and 
top growth is so delicate that the 
which occurs during 
transplanting, may upset the bal- 
ance so that it will never right it- 
self. 


‘TEN-TIMES’ RULE 


The best advice is to put a 10c 
plant in a silver dollar hole. In 
other words, the hole should be al- 
most 10 times as big as the root 
‘system, and be filled with 10 times 
as much humus as such a small 
plant would appear to need. 

Dig your hole and fill it with 
| humus until the plant will sit 
about the same level as it did in 
‘ the nursery. 
| If your tree has been grafted, it | 
is best to keep the graft union just 
above the level of the ground. Then
